In each case, the snall-pact 
voyage of 8,500 miles will take 
about three months. 

These journeys mark the end 
of a proud mass of engineering 
construcon which, with a 
lift, uf 50,000 .tons, could ralse 
any naval ship aflout. 

The dock was built on the 
Tyne In 1028 at o,cost of £1,- 
200,000 and. was towed to 
Singapore in two sections the 
following year. 

Today, experts estimate that 
it would cost at least £4,000,000 
to build.

. Belgrade. 
HEN I dined with 
-Marshal Tito the 
other night, be- 
fore dinner we 

drank small glasses of the 

Marshal's favourite drink— 

slivovitz, a potent, amber- 

coloured plum brandy, 

Yugoslavia’s Scotch. 


One of the Marshal's aldes 


told mo it was twenty-five years . 


old. Tho liquid was os smooth 
og finest Scotch,- and Tito was 
obviously enjoying every wee 
drop. So was this correspondent. 

When I asked the aide to tell 
me more about slivovitz, ho sald: 
“You must go out to the brandy 
market one morning.” 

Large finkes of snow were 
falling fast that Sunday morning 
ns I set out in the quest of the 
secret of Marshal Tlto's favourite 
beverage. : : 

‘As I trudged through the now 
heavily falling snow—my nose 
and cars numbed — past the 
Yugoslav parliament _ bullding, 
down the straight wide avenue 
leading to the brandy market, 
five miles out of town, I began 
to wonder if the market would 
be open in such foul weather. 

Haw .I underestimated these 
tough Serbs! 

The. market consisted, of two 
lines of barrels, large and small, 
stretching a quurter of a mile 
down o snow-caked cobbled 
slope. To go down the slope 
was diMflcult ‘ecrough, to uscend 
more’ so. 


Added Excuse 


The market was packed. The 
snow was an added excuse to gc 
to the market {dr a warming 
drink. Nothing‘else was on sale 
but home-made brandies. It 
must surely be one of 
strangest open-air markets,in the 
world. 

Out in rural Serbia and 
Bosnia almost every family has 
its own .still—n simple. large 
copper containcr over a wood 
fire, At frult harvest time the 
villagers distit. ripe ° apples, 
apricots, grapes and pears into 
various types of brandy, called 
“raldja.” 

Cream. of .the rakijas_ Is 
slivovitz, Tito's favourite, Ripe, 
juicy blue plums . are stoned, 
allowed to ferment slightly, then 
distilled. Nothing else is added. 
Sometimes the Uquid Is distilled 
a second time for a double 
strength, or “Ijuta,” grade. For 
the forcigner single strength is 
enough. 
“To the rugged Yugoslav, rakija 
ig his whisky, his beer, “his 
wine. The villager drinks a 


warming glass of rakija before’ 


breakfast und before going out 
to tend his cattle. . 
Tough as icather, and old 
nails, the Yugoslav drinks with- 
out showing it. Everybody 
drinks in Yugoslavia, but you 
rarely see a drunk. Temperance 
socletics are unknown, © 


“Before Business” 


Visit a Yugoslav official at 
eight o'clock in the morning—oa 
favourite (with him) hour for 
interviews, for offices open at 
seven and close for the day at 
two o'clock in the afternoon. 
Before you talk business, he will 
serve black coffee.and a glass of 
rakija. : : 

Fly with Yugoslav State Air- 
lines, and soon after the plane is 
airborne the attractive stewardess 
serves slivovitz. * 

“What do you serve tecto- 
tallers?”’ I asked. : 

“Tectotallers? We don't have 
them in Yugoslavia.” . 

Despite the snowstorm, ‘the 
market wos jammed with fur- 
hatted, sheepskin-jacketed Serbs.
